Nu, 45 comprises some receipts given by Miss
Howard (Countess de Beauregard), a letter writ-
ten to her, and a memorandam of sums paid o
her between the 24th of March, 158545, and the 1st
of January, 1865. ThLe editore of the correspon-
dence siate that Miss Howard had devoted her
fortune to the success of the coup 'oral, and
bad several times paid the debis of Prinee fouls
Napoleon, but whatever may have been her
claims on the Prince, one would think they must
bave been discharged In foll and with something
to #paré by the Emperor. He paid her In two
years £217,000, and yel a few months later we
find her writing most piteoucly for more. She
fiates, in very bad French, that the engage-
ments made with her have not been fuliilled,
and (hat her marriage settlements and her child
compel ker Lo remind the Emperor of his pro-
mise to place L£140,600 *“‘with Giles.” Bevond
thie, writes Madame de Beauregard, there is
pothing “‘but to ealenlate the interest of £30,000
from June 1. 1858, and £50,000 from January Lo
Oetober.”

A PRINCE'S BAPTISM.

No. 24 s a uote of the expenpzes of the hirth
and baptism of the Prince lmperial. Tbhe ex-
penses were £30,000, ineluding wardrohe, £4000:
presents Lo gervants, LT000% diamond lockets,
£1000; doctors, £2500, and the midwife, L£240,
Large enms went Lo poets, actors, painters, and
muticlang, and last of all comes the corfege of
the baptism Ieclf, costing L0400,

THE DEFENSES OF PALLIS.

No. I8 a letter giving General Todlebon's
opinion on the fortiieations of Puaris, The in-
trenchments on the borders of the canal of 8i.
Denis and de I'Oureq General Todleben thenght
of little ne=e, the counstruction of the fort of
Auberyvilliers he approved. aud jodged that of
Romainville Impreguable, and the pozition of
I'Est well chosen. These works, Lte said, onght
to render Paris involnerable on one side. Be-
tween Fort de ln Briche and Mont Valerien he
considered, however, that there should be
another work. The Rus=ian notices the jealou-
gles of Lhe French marshals, Besides Guneral
Todleben's opinioos, the proceadings of a certain
Colonel Albedinski are reported. He appears to
have been a sort of spy seut to Paris in 1850 by
the Czar to gaio information on French military
matters, and bitterly cowplains that some notes
which be had made with great trouble, and by
which he et grent store, hnd been stolen from
him by a Prussian agent, ‘‘the only person
capable of this deed!”

THE PRESENT WAR.

The first paper referring to the present war is
No. 15, which embodies an elaborate eet of regu-
lations Lo come Into force when the court shall
take the field. On the Tch of August, the day
after Woerth, the Ewpress telegrapbs to the
Princess Mathilde:—

“] bave bhad bad news from the Emperor. The
army I8 retreatiog. 1 return to Paris, where [
gball convoke the Council of Minlsters.”

Then follows a blank, upon the 18th, from the
midst of the fighting around Metz. Bazalne
sends word o the Ewmperor that his troops are
rewaining firm in their positions. The follow-
ing letter, even thongh in the handwriting of
M. Rouler, shows that there was & trausfer of
Power:—

“The Emperor to Marshal MacMahon.

“Marshal :—-Our commonstons wiil Marshal

FROM EUROPE.

Surrender of New RArelanch.

Lonbox, Nov. 11.—Late last evening a re-
port was received here that the garrison at
New Dreisach bad hoisted the white flag.
This rumor is confirmed to-day by an official
despatch announcing the capitulation of the
fortress yesterday afternoon. Five thonsand
prisoners, inclunding one hundred officers, fell
into the hands of the Germans; no guns were
caplured. .

[New DBreisach is a frontier town of France,
depariment of the Haut-Khin, near the left
bank of the Ithine, eight miles 8, E. of Col-
mar. It has a population, independent of
the [_iarrison,_ of about 2000 persons. It is
regularly built, and was strongly fortified by
Vauban. ]

Rumors ef Garlbaldi’s Nurrender.

A roundebout rumor from Berne and Berlin
states that Garibaldi has surrendered to the
Germans. No particulars received. The
report is generally discredited.

The Empress Eongenle.

The report lately published in the Dudly
News of this eity relative to the attituds of
the Empress Eugenie is pronounced false at

lerlin. No envoy has been sent to ler by
the Prussian Government, nor have any such
claimes as those mentioned been put forward
at all,
Auvstrin's Medintion.

The correspondent of the 7¥mes, writing
from Berlin yesterday, says a sharp reply has
been returned to Austria in response to her
note offering mediation, on the ground that
Austria baving armed at the beginning of the
war is disqualified now to aoct ss a noutral.
It is generally thought that Prussia will prefer
the annexation of two provinces, Alsace and
Lorraine, to any gnarantee that neutral
powers may see fit to make. Prussia's rela-
tions with Austria and Ilussia are not such as
to render any gnarantee of theirs acceptable.

1 hear that it is doubtful whether it
will be gigued, but no doubt it plesses the Pari-
glans. Thelr newspapers tell them that the
neuiral powers are foreiog Prussia to be reason-
able, a1 d that Blstnarck I8 etrack with awe at
the sight of our ‘heroic attitude.” One thing,
however, I8 certain, that the capture of Ba-
zoine’s army, the disaster at Bourges, the row
at the Iotel de Ville, the Prussian canmon on
the heights of Meudon, and the inopportnne
arrival of Thiers, have made this population as
peacelul to-day as they were warllke a few
weeks ago.

“The army has been reorganized by that arch
organizer, Geveral Trochu.  According to this
new plan the whole army force is divided into
three nrmies. The first comprising the Na-
tional Guard; the second, under General Ducrot,
is what may be termed the active army, aud
coneiets of three corpe, commanded reapectively

| by Generals Vinoy, D'Exea, and Renaunlt: the

third comprises all the troops in the fortsand in
cottages adjacent. The gecond army will have
four eanuon to each 1000 men, and will be used
to effect a eortie 1f possible. Trochu's new
organization is severely eriticizged by military
men,  He elaborated iy, with a pergonal frlcluf.
£o secretly that the Minister of War knew
nothing about it uotil it appeared io the Journal
Ofiicied,

“Poth among soldiers and oflicers General
Vinoy is fur more popular than any other gene-
ral Uptl now Lhe had co-ordinate command
with Ducerot: that be should be ealled upon to
gerve under him I8 regarded as an Ivjostice —
more particulnriy becanse Ducrot is an intimate
